JUST OUTSIDE CITY LIMITS 


There Is on display at the Trllaine 
«»fflee some stalks of "long greeo’* 
bfiNim com. which were brought In 
Wcdue*day from the farm of II. E. 
Hwrhey, who redhles on the shoros of 
l«sk** Niiiiiiyiiusto, Ju*t cast of Ht 
Cloud. The corn wst accompanied by 
the following letter from Mr. Hwalwy : 

Dear Mr. .lolanetn; I herewith pre¬ 
sent you with a sample of long green 
broom corn which has tun Min'd In le*« 
than flireo months on the west shore 
■of Iaito* Runnymeile, within one quar- 
ler of a mile from town. The stalks 
.of I Ida liroum rami are fully ten fewt 
In leuigh. The long green corn often 
reachaa the kelght id twelve feet. D 
Is a heavier hearer than the shatt 
green, although more llahls to In* dam 
sired by heavy wind atoms. Green 
Hrw.m corn .after It baa come to matur¬ 
ity, will retain Ita vitality and remain 
for a long time la that c«n<fttt*n. which 
gives a limger time to which ta harvest 


It. therefore It la proferahle to grow 
mflier tlisn the yellow broom corn. 
If remains grveu after It Is gsthereil 
hut ran In* bleached In tanks If so de¬ 
sired. The straw Is of exerptlonal 
length, anil the samples we have are 
of fine texture, a straw much In de 
maud for tlie finer grade* of wh!*l: 
brooms', brushes, ets 
There Is no doubt about broom rorti 
coming to |N*rfi*'tlon In thla vlelnlty. 
It has been grown to advantage In oth 
•r part* of the county alrvwdy. and 
maniifartnml Into brooms 
The broom corn wit I do Ita part. It 
la up to the man with the hoe to i|o his 
duty.
